Smyser, at Doylestown. Annual me et­ 
ings are still held the third Wednesday 
in November. 
One of the first meetings of the c o m ­ 
pany on record was that of February 
23, 1822, a t the public house of Thomas 
Ste ph ens in Doylestown Township, for 
the purpose of modifying certain a r ­ 
ticles in the constitution. It was March 
23, 1822, that a permanent organiza­ 
tion wa s effected by the election of 
Captain Jo h n Rob barts as president; 
El ia s Black, treasurer, and William ll. 
Henry and Isaiah Ja m e s , secretaries. 
At a meeting on April 13, 1822, fif­ 
teen routes were 
mapped 
and

to ride in 
pu rsu anc e of “horse thieves and other 
villains.” 
By lot two members were 
drawn to ride each of these routes. 
T h e membership of the Fellowship 
Company was not as large at the start 
as it was in later years, but from a 
record of their meetings it is found 
they were resolute men. Th eir meet­ 
ings w'ere conducted secretly. A door­ 
keeper was appointed at each meeting 
whose business it was to admit only 
members. T h is precaution was taken 
so that anyone contemplating theft of 
a horse from a member of the c o m ­ 
pany could not know what resources 
the company had at its command to 
apprehend him.
